Inquiry. Dr. Sherman 
testifies that if he 
treated patients from 
his legislature office, 
it was partly out of 
'professional courtesy' 


In a day of emotional testimony 
at an inquiiy into health-care 
queue-jumping, Alberta Liberal 
Leader Raj Sherman said he has 
written prescriptions, given ad¬ 
vice and diagnosed politicians 
who dropped by his legislature 
office. 

“Did it ever occur to you. 
Dr. Sherman, that that might 
be seen as a form of queue¬ 
jumping itself?” inquiiy lawyer 
Michele Hollins asked. 

“Not at all,” he replied. “I 
wasn’t on duty.” 

An emergency-room doctor 
by trade, Sherman has been a 
central defender of Alberta’s 
health care. 

He has also been one of the 
politicians who has pressed the 
hardest for the inquiry, called 
by Premier Alison Redford to 
determine if VIPs, politicians 
or other prominent people get 
better or faster care. 


Sherman said he looked 
at minor rashes, eczema and 
other various ailments in his 
office. He said he would also 
write prescriptions and start 
patient charts. 

Hollins asked him what 
would happen if someone 
walked in off the street to his 
legislature office looking for 
medical help. 

“If I show up with eczema, 
are you going to write me a 
prescription or are you going to 
send me to my family doctor?” 
asked Hollins. 

“Part of this, m’am, is pro¬ 
fessional courtesy,” he replied.

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Health expenses not 
compliant with policy 


AHS. Board chair 
wants to move past 
expense controversy

Half of a former Capital 
Health executive’s expenses 
were not compliant or not 
covered by the former health 
region’s expense policy. 

The audits Alberta Health 
Services (AHS) released 
Thursday indicate that of 
$360,000 in expenses former 
Capital Health chief financial 
officer Allaudin Merali filed 
between 2005 and 2008, only 
$180,000 complied fully with 


the health authority’s policy. 

Another $62,000 worth of 
the expenses had no policy 
available, and $103,000 were 
approved at the time, but 
with no supporting docu¬ 
mentation. 

Fifty-six hundred dollars 
worth of the expenses did 
not align with policies and 
just over $9,000 were diffi¬ 
cult to determine by the aud¬ 
itors. 

AHS also did an internal 
audit of four current execu¬ 
tives, including president Dr. 
Chris Eagle. Of the $223,522 
those four executives ex¬ 
pensed over three years, 
$5,100 was found to be out¬ 
side of policy and another 
$6,326 wasn’t covered under 
the health region policies.

wood said he has asked all of 
those executives about their 
expenses and they will be 
pa 3 dng some of the non-com- 


pliant expenses back. 

Lockwood said he hasn’t 
spoken with Merali and 
doesn’t intend to because he 
no longer works with AHS. 

Lockwood said he is con¬ 
cerned about taxpayer funds, 
but he wants AHS to move 
past the expense issue and 
onto the business of deliv¬ 
ering health care. 

“At some point in time 
this issue of expenses has to 
come and get behind us, we 
have got serious things in this 
province to deal with in rela¬ 
tion to health care,” he said. 

Health Minister Fred 
Horne was not available 
Thursday afternoon, but his 
spokesperson Bart Johnston 
said he agrees it is time to 
move on to delivering health 
care. 


Surge in ER visits 


Wait times worse 
in urban centres 

Emergency room wait 
times are sta 5 dng stub¬ 
bornly high in /dberta’s 
urban centres, according 
to the latest numbers from 
Alberta Health Services. 

While the numbers 
for wait times to be dis¬ 
charged or admitted are 
sta 5 dng below government 
targets, they are staying 
high because of a huge 
surge in visits. 

According to the data, 
the 16 highest volume 
emergency rooms in the 
province saw a 7.7 per 
cent increase in patient 
visits, but AHS president 
Chris Eagle said some 
emergency rooms are 
seeing more than a 10 per 
cent increase in a year. 

“We are really strug¬ 
gling to bring in every 
kind of additional way of 
dealing with capacity in 
emergency departments 
that we can,” said Eagle. 

Alberta’s target is 
to have 86 per cent of 
emergency room patients 
seen and discharged in 
four hours and across the 
province it is coming close 
with 80 per cent hitting 
that goal. 

In the high-volume, 
mostly urban emergency 
departments, the target is 
lower at 80 per cent, but 
the province is missing it 
considerably with only 64 
per cent of patients hitting 
that. 

Eagle said that is 
in part because of the 
overwhelming demand 
surging through the doors. 
He said AHS is looking at 
why patients are choosing 
emergency rooms. 

“We are looking at 
everything we possibly can 
to decrease that relentless 
increase in the volume of 
people coming in.”

New taxing powers are un¬ 
likely to be part of any new 
big city charters, Premier Ali¬ 
son Redford said this week. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro, Redford said Al¬ 
berta’s low tax rate is import¬ 
ant to the province and she 
would be concerned that new 
taxes would impact that. 

“There is only one taxpay¬ 
er in Alberta, and the idea of 


us agreeing to give additional 
taxing powers to municipal¬ 
ities (is one) we would be very 
concerned about if, for any 
reason, we thought that local 
government would use that 
in a way that would start to 
adversely impact taxpayers,” 
she said. 

Redford said the govern¬ 
ment supports municipalities 
through the municipal sus¬ 
tainability initiative (MSI) and 
that isn’t going to change. 

“The MSI is a tremendous¬ 
ly important program (that 
makes it so) municipalities 
can continue to make those 
long-term decisions around 
infrastructure,” she said. 

Edmonton Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel said the issue 
is not about raising taxes, but 
about giving cities the money 
they need. 

“I don’t disagree with her 
assumption on taxes; there 
are enough taxes, but they

Mandel said all levels of 
government need to under¬ 
stand that cities are the heart¬ 
beat of the economy and they 
need revenues to keep them 
moving.

Province announces more funding for homeless 



After four years of sleeping in 
shelters and on the streets, Ros¬ 
ie Harrison is overjoyed to have 
a place of her own. 

Harrison no longer spends 
her days picking up bottles and 
finally feels the safety and se¬ 
curity that was missing when 
she didn’t have a home. 

“Being homeless was pretty 
rotten,” an extremely emotion¬ 
al Harrison told an audience at 
the Bissell Centre on Thursday. 

In July, Harrison moved into 
an apartment she loves thanks 
to the Bissell Centre’s Home¬ 
less to Homes (H2H) program. 

Harrison is one of several Al¬ 
bertans who will benefit from

the government’s announce¬ 
ment of more support for the 
homeless. 

Dave Hancock, minister 
of human services, and Fred 
Home, minister of health, an¬ 
nounced on Thursday that Ed¬ 
monton agencies will receive a 
$4-million increase in funding 


for outreach support services 
compared with last year. 

The $19.4 million in fund¬ 
ing will go towards programs 
including the Bissell Centre’s 
H2H program, which provides 
housing and support to 160 in¬ 
dividuals and families. 

In addition, Alberta Health 
has contributed $5 million to 
enhance addiction and mental 
health services for homeless 
people in Calgary, Edmonton 
and Lethbridge. 

“It’s not about the numbers 
at all,” Hancock said. “It’s the 
people who can live (with) dig¬ 
nity and respect.”

New chemo better 
targets cancer cells 



Achilles’ Heel. Research 
attacks cancer cells and 
lethal partner, leaves 
healthy cells alone 



University of Alberta re¬ 
searchers have discovered a 
new way to fight cancer that 
would be easier on patients 
undergoing treatments for 
certain cancers. 

Researchers have found 
that cancer genes often have 
a partner that needs to be 
destroyed alongside with 
the cancer to destroy the dis¬ 
ease. 

When researchers deacti¬ 
vate the gene PKNP, the can¬ 
cer cells also died. 

Researchers Michael We- 
infeld, Edan Foley and Todd 
Mereniuk used new tech¬ 
nology at the U of A that 
allowed them to examine 
7,000 genes to find what 
genes can kill PKNP. 

Weinfeld likened the rela¬ 
tionship to that of twin en¬ 
gines in a plane. 

“The cancer cell, because 
of the (PKNP), only has one 
engine but the plane can 
still fly. So what we want 
to do is find a way that will 
knock out the other engine,” 
explained Weinfeld.

in lymphoma, leukemia and 
some cases of prostate can¬ 
cer, leaving healthy normal 
cells alone. 

“The idea is to come up 


with a kinder, gentler way 
to treat patients,” said We¬ 
infeld. 

The drugs still need to be 
developed and tested in the 
lab before moving into the 
trail stage. 

“This all came from basic 
discovery research. You 
don’t just come up with 
these ideas out of the blue. 
(Researchers) have been in¬ 
terested in PKNP for many, 
many years,” Weinfeld add¬ 
ed.

Highway 2. As national 
spotlight fades, town 
sticks to its roots 


Tragedies like the one on 
Dec. 15, 2011, just don’t hap¬ 
pen in Claresholm. 

In fact. Mayor David 
Moore struggled to recall the 
last time there had been a 
murder in the town of 3,780 
before that fateful night. 

“I am thinking it was 15 
to 20 years,” he said. “And 
before that, it was probably 
just as long.” 

Claresholm is tucked be¬ 
tween Lethbridge and Cal¬ 
gary along Highway 2. Thou¬ 
sands of people pass through 
the town every day, but those 
who stop are usually there 
just to top up their gas tank 
or grab a quick bite. 

Talk of the tragedy dom¬ 
inated the town until Christ¬ 
mas, Moore said, as dozens 
of television news crews

flooded in and Claresholm 
was temporarily thrust into 
the national spotlight. 

Townspeople say they still 
pay close attention to news 
about the incident, following 
closely the recovery of the 
lone survivor, Sha 3 ma Con¬ 
way. 

After all, Claresholm and 
the tragedy have become 
somewhat S 3 mon 3 mious with 
each other, resident Amber 
Degroot said. 

“When I decided to move 
back here in August, the first 
thing everyone was asking is 
if I knew what happened,” 
she said. 

But Rob Vogt, editor of 
the Claresholm Local Press, 
said plenty else goes on in 
the town, especially around 
Christmas. His paper covered 
the incident in-depth — one 
of his reporters picked up an 
Alberta Weekly Newspaper 
Association award for his 
work — but it generally fit 
in with a collection of other 
happenings. 

“The way I have character¬ 
ized it is it was an event that 
happened in Claresholm, not 
to Claresholm,” he said, not¬ 
ing that none of the victims 
were from the area. 

Moore said there was in¬ 
itial shock but added, “We’re 
pretty resilient.” 

“It just opens your eyes 
to what can happen,” he 
said. “Highway 2 goes right 
though the centre of town 
— you never know what’s 
coming.”

Baseball was Tanner Cras- 
well’s life, and the 22-year- 
old yearned one day to teach 
others the game. 

Mitch MacLean, 20, had 
come out of his shell after 
moving to Lethbridge, and 
had sharpened his skills 
around the diamond. 

Tabitha Stepple was a 
kind and caring 21-year-old 
who visited her father nearly 
every day and was never with¬ 
out a smile on her face. 

But it was on a cold win¬ 
ter road just north of the 
southern Alberta town of 
Claresholm on Dec. 15, 2011, 
that eveiything their family 
and friends had come to love 
about the three close pals was 
stolen by a gunman whose 
intentions will hkely never 
fully be understood. 

“Even if a person said 
they were going to do some¬ 
thing like this, you wouldn’t 
believe them,” said Randy 
Stepple, Tabitha’s father. 

As it would turn out, his 
daughter’s killer was also her 
ex-bo 3 dfiend and the two had 
continued to live together in 
Lethbridge, unable to break 
free of a lease they had signed 
together when times were 
better. 

“It was a vicious, violent 
act against humanity,” Randy 
Stepple said. “There are so 
many questions this many 
days later.” 

Questions remain for all of 
the families, as do the regrets. 

“I never saw him play out 
there (in Lethbridge),” said Ir¬ 
win MacLean, Mitch’s father. 
“A couple of people told me 
how much he’d improved and 
I never got to see that.” 

For Craswell’s sister Me¬ 
lissa Hall, a song or catch- 
phrase can trigger memories 
of the bond she and Tanner 
once shared. 

“I was eight years older,” 



she said. “I kind of felt like 
his mother at times. There 
was a deep connection there.” 

And as the one-year anni¬ 
versary of their loved ones’ 
tragic deaths arrives, each 
family is working to find a 
balance between pa 5 dng trib¬ 
ute to those lost and moving 
on. 

“This day was bound to 
come,” said Hall, who at¬ 
tended a memorial for her 
brother on Wednesday even¬ 
ing. “We feel very blessed to 
have such support around us 


... it’s certainly a bittersweet 
time of year, but Tanner 
would want us to get through 
it.” 

Randy Stepple says he will 
forego a memorial planned 
for Saturday in Lethbridge, 
opting instead to ski in the 
mountains. Memories of his 
daughter, however, will not 
stray far. 

“She was on the edge of 
perfect,” he said. “The coun¬ 
sellors tell you all of this stuff 
you will go through ... What 
I decided at the end of it all 


is I like the old person I was. 
No need to dig a pit — a lot 
of people dig a pit — it’s not 
comfortable down there.” 

In Charlottetown, where 
Mitch grew up, Irwin Mac- 
Lean, his wife and other 
family will gather by candle¬ 
light at a memorial site on 
Saturday. He still vividly re¬ 
calls the last flurry of text 
messages his son Mitch had 
sent as his trip home drew 
near. 

“It’s hard to believe it’s 
been a year,” he said. 
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Lethbridge Bulls. Bulls 
teammates and friends 
later confirm Stepple as the 
third victim and say Conway 
is fighting for her life in 
hospital. A rumour also cir¬ 
culates that Jensen shot all 
four victims before turning 


the gun on himself. 


• Dec. 16: Friends confirm 
the shooter to be Jensen 
and detail an on-again, 
off-again relationship with 
Stepple. The couple had 
first met late in 2010 and 


moved into a basement 
suite together. The restric¬ 
tions on their lease had 
kept them under one roof, 
even though they eventu¬ 
ally fell on hard times and 
separated. 


Dec. 17: RCMP release a 
detailed account of Jensen's 
actions. Armed with a 9mm 
handgun, 12-gauge shot¬ 
gun and Winchester rifle, 
he had driven up Highway 
2 in search of Stepple and 
her friends. Jensen spotted 


the foursome when they 
stopped at a y-Eleven in 
Claresholm. He followed 
them a kilometre north of 
the town before ramming 
the vehicle. When Conway 
got out to see what had 
happened, Jensen shot her 


and then killed Craswell 
and Stepple in the vehicle. 
MacLean was found 
seriously injured in a ditch 
after trying to escape and 
succumbed to his injuries in 
hospital.

finding out about their deaths 
from Mends back in Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, Craswell and Mac- 
Lean’s home province. 

Craswell and MacLean’s 
P.E.L heritage appealed to 
their PBA coach, Todd Hubka. 
He said players from the Mari- 
times have an unmatched ap¬ 
preciation for opportunities 
given to them at the Leth¬ 
bridge academy. 


Hubka didn’t want to cause 
a distraction this past season by 
dedicating the year to the pair. 
Still, the team took the 2012 
Canadian College Baseball 
Conference championship. It 
was their second consecutive 
title, but the first since losing 
Craswell and MacLean. 

“We all knew what we 
were pla 3 dng for, an 3 ^ay. At 
the end, it was pretty special 
winning it. There were a lot of 
tears,” Hubka said. 

Team CM Kevin Kvame had 
a multidimensional relation¬ 
ship with both players. He was 
their general manager with 
the Bulls, but also played the 
role of a Mend and “surrogate 
father” when they boarded at 
his home.

Lone survivor’s long road to 
recovery going well: Friend 


At one point, it was unclear 
if Shayna Conway would 
even live, much less walk 
again. 

The now 22-year-old was 
found l 5 dng on Highway 2 
on Dec. 15, 2011, after being 
shot three times by gunman 
Derek Jensen, who killed her 
companion and two close 
friends before turning the 
gun on himself. 

Conway’s friend Tyson 
Ford, who frequently ex¬ 
changes texts with the 
spirited woman, says Con¬ 
way is recovering with her 
family in Charlottetown. 


In April, she traded her 
wheelchair for a walking 
stick and continues to make 
progress. 

“She’s staying positive,” 
Ford said. “It’s a tough 
thing to get over, but she’s 
handling it the best I could 
have ever imagined. “She’s 
a pretty strong woman, I 
would say.” 

Conway did not respond 
to requests for an interview 
and Ford said she is trying to 
maintain her privacy as the 
anniversary of the tragedy 
nears.

Dana Martin, serving two 
life sentences in a New Mex¬ 
ico prison for the killing of 
a 15-year-old girl, told police 
he had hatched the scheme 
after Bieber never returned 
his messages. 

Police recounted in an af¬ 
fidavit that Martin, who has 
a tattoo of Bieber on his leg, 
told them the sleight was 
partly why he dreamt up the 
plot. 

“In the end, what Mr. 
Martin stated he was seek¬ 
ing was a measure of notori¬ 
ety,” police wrote. 

Bieber was not the only 
target in the alleged conspir¬ 
acy — police say two men 
Martin hired were also told 
to kill Bieber’s bodyguard 
and two people unconnect¬ 
ed to the star. 

The men Martin allegedly 
had carrying out his plot 
were to use pruning shears 
to cut off the testicles of 
the first two victims in Ver¬ 
mont, kill them, then travel 
to New York, kill the body¬ 
guard and abduct and kill 
Bieber, Martin told police. 

Martin said he drew Mark 


Staake, 41, into his plot 
when they met in prison 
this year with claims he had 
a lot of money, a hide-out 
and gang connections. 

Staake brought his 
23-year-old nephew. Tanner 
Ruane, into the scheme, 
Martin told investigators. 

Staake was released on 
probation at the end of Octo¬ 
ber. The murder was to take 
place in New York at the end 
of November, according to 
the affidavit, when Bieber 
was there for a concert. 

The team arrived in Ver¬ 
mont on Nov. 19 but realized 
on the highway they were 
headed to the Canadian 
border, according to the af¬ 
fidavit. They missed the last 
exit before the border and 


turned around to join the 
cars entering the Highgate 
Springs, Vt., point of entry, 
police said. 

The U.S. border agent 
found Staake had an out¬ 
standing probation violation 
warrant and he was arrested. 

Martin and Ruane spoke 
on the phone later that day, 
and when Ruane told Mar¬ 
tin that Staake had been 
arrested, Martin called off 
the plot. In the phone call, 
recorded by authorities, Ru¬ 
ane expressed disappoint¬ 
ment at the decision, saying 
they had found one of the 
victims’ homes. 

Martin told his story to 
police the next morning and 
Ruane was arrested with a 
pair of pruning shears and 


information on the locations 
of the first two intended vic¬ 
tims, police wrote. New York 
State Police said Thursday 
that a “hand-written draw¬ 
ing of a depiction of Justin 
Bieber” was also found in 
the vehicle. 

Staake and Ruane were 
arrested on charges of two 
counts each of conspiracy 
to commit murder and two 
counts each of conspiracy to 
commit aggravated battery. 

Police are waiting for 
them to be extradited back 
to New Mexico, at which 
time they will be inter¬ 
viewed, said Lt. Robert Mc¬ 
Donald. At that time inves¬ 
tigators will decide what 
charges Martin may face, he

A nurse was foimd hanging in 
her room three days after she 
had been duped by a hoax caU 
from Australian DJs about the 
pregnant Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, a U.K. inquest was told 
Thursday. The case is being 
treated as an apparent suicide. 

Coroner’s officer Lynda 
Martindill said nurse Jacintha 
Saldanha was discovered 
hanging by a scarf from a 
wardrobe in her nurses’ 
quarters Friday by a colleague 
and a member of security staff 
at London’s King Edward Vll 
Hospital. 

Martindill said an attempt 
to revive Saldanha failed. 

Police detective chief 
inspector James Harman said 
Saldanha, 46, also had injuries 
to her wrists. 

He told the inquest at 
Westminster Coroner’s Court 
that two notes were foimd at 
the scene and another was 
found among Saldanha’s 
belongings. He said there were 
no suspicious circumstances 
involved. 

Harman said police were 
examining the notes, inter¬ 
viewing the nurse’s friends, 
family and colleagues and 
looking at emails and phone 
calls to estabhsh what led to 
her death. 

He also said detectives 
would be contacting police 
in the Austrahan state of 
New South Wales to collect 
“relevant evidence.”

Allies. Russia won’t 
say whether it 
will change its 
pro-Syria stance at 
UN Security Council 


Syria’s most powerful ally and 
protector, Russia, began pos¬ 
itioning itself Thursday for 
the fall of President Bashar 
Assad, sa 3 dng for the first time 
that rebels might overthrow 
him and preparing to evacu¬ 
ate thousands of Russian cit¬ 
izens from the country. 

The head of NATO echoed 
the Russian assessment, say¬ 
ing the S 3 ^ian government 
is near collapse following a 
nearly two-year conflict that 
has killed more than 40,000 
people and threatened to ig¬ 


nite the Middle East. Assad 
appears to be running out of 
options, with insurgents at 
the gates of the capital and 
the country fracturing under 
the weight of a devastating 
civil war. 

“An opposition victory 
can’t be excluded, unfortu¬ 
nately, but it’s necessary to 
look at the facts: There is a 
trend for the government 
to progressively lose control 
over an increasing part of 
the territory,” Russian Dep¬ 
uty Foreign Minister Mikhail 
Bogdanov, Moscow’s Middle 
East envoy, said during hear¬ 
ings at a Kremlin advisory 
body 

Still, Bogdanov gave no 
immediate signal that Russia 
would change its pro-S 3 ^ia 
stance at the UN Security 
Council, where Moscow has 
shielded Damascus from

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Cancer cells 
hide from 
chemo: Study 


Paradigm shift. New 

research may lead 
to new treatments 


In a major breakthrough that 
will change the way cancer is 
studied and treated in the fu¬ 
ture, Toronto scientists have 
discovered a key reason why 
many tumours may return 
after chemotherapy 

In a new study, researchers 
at the Princess Margaret Can¬ 
cer Centre have shown that 
some of the cells that drive tu¬ 
mour growth hide from com¬ 
mon chemotherapy drugs by 
going “dormant” — reigniting 
the disease when they awaken 
after treatment’s end. 

“That’s where this paper 
lies, is to begin to add more 
depth (and) complexity to why 
cancers come back, why they 
recur,” says renowned stem¬ 
cell scientist John Dick, whose 
paper was released Thursday 
by the journal Science. 


Luba Slatkovska, head of 
research with the Canadian 
Cancer Society’s Ontario div¬ 
ision, agrees, sa 3 dng the dis¬ 
covery represents a paradigm 
shift for research into the 
disease. 

“John Dick is one of those 
researchers who is really 
changing the way we think 
about cancer,” Slatkovska 
says. “We think that it’s going 
to become one of the new hot 
topics ... in cancer research.” 

Dick says: “Some of (the 
cancer driver cells) are actual¬ 
ly quite sensitive (to chemo¬ 
therapy) and other ones, 
particularly those ones that 
come from these so-called 
dormant cells, are much 
more resistant. 

“And that can be respon¬ 
sible for relapse.” 

Slatkovska, who was not 
involved in the study, says 
she can imagine the creation 
of drugs that could wake up 
the sleeping cells and expose 
them to killer chemo.

The Conservatives’ promised 
“reset” of its fighter-jet search 
falls far short of the open com¬ 
petition needed to guarantee 
taxpayers the best price for the 
big-ticket purchase.

life, including classics such 
as The Ugly Duckling and 
The Little Mermaid.

“I was ecstatic,” Brage said.

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McAfee back in 
the U.S. with no 
money or home 


Dual citizen. The

Anti-virus-software founder 
John McAfee said Thursday 
that U.S. authorities have 
made no efforts to ques¬ 
tion him since he arrived in 
Miami after weeks of evad¬ 
ing Belizean authorities who 
want to ask him about the 
death of his neighbour. 

McAfee was deported 
from Guatemala after sneak¬ 
ing in illegally from Belize, 
where police want to ques¬ 
tion him in connection with 
the death of a U.S. expatriate 
who lived near him on an is¬ 
land off Belize’s coast. 

U.S officials said there 
was no active arrest warrant 
for McAfee that would jus¬ 
tify taking him into custody. 



He said he was put on a 
plane to Miami where he 
will stay until his two girl¬ 
friends, 20-year-old Belizean 
Samantha Vanegas and a 
woman he called “Amy,” can 
join him. 

The 67-year-old British 


native said he has no money 
and no home in the U.S. and 
has been getting by on cash 
that a Canadian friend sent 
him until his property man¬ 
ager comes to Miami with 
his cash and credit cards. 

If he’s reunited with the 
women, he said he doesn’t 
know where he’ll live or 
how he’ll rebuild his life. 

Over the weekend, he 
said he would be happy to 
go to England, noting he has 
dual citizenship. 

McAfee bristled as repor¬ 
ters repeatedly asked him 
why he won’t answer ques¬ 
tions from officials in Belize, 
denying he was under inves¬ 
tigation. 

He stressed that he was 
afraid to answer questions 
because dozens of officials 
there stormed his property, 
killed his dogs, handcuffed 
him for hours and tried to 
extort money. 

He has not been charged 
with a crime.

Canada will soon begin shar¬ 
ing biometric information and 
other data about visa apph- 
cants with the United States — 
which then may provide it to 
third countries under a newly 
signed treaty. 

It means the fingerprints or 
photo of someone who hopes 
to visit, study or work in Can¬ 
ada could be passed to Wash¬ 
ington, which in turn might 
share them with another coim- 
try to help verify the person’s 
identity.

More than 200 suspected 
gang members are receiving 
these greetings from the police 
in Tower Hamlets in east Lon¬ 
don. The area has among the 
highest violent-crime rates in 
the U.K. capital, with dozens of 
organized gangs, and was the 
scene of fierce clashes during 
the 2011 riots. 

“We want a safe Christmas 
and this is a warning, but we 
are also reaching out to those 
who want to turn their lives 
around,” Carohne Gustavina of 
the Tower Hamlets Gang Unit, 
who launched the project, told 
Metro. “We can support people 
into work or education and if 
one person wants to live differ¬ 
ently that’s a fantastic result.” 

The card carries a hotline 
number for recipients to call.

Turkish police on Thursday 
used pepper spray and water 
cannons to push back hun¬ 
dreds of protesters tr 3 dng to 
enter a courthouse where 
prosecutors were to deliver 
final arguments in a trial 
against nearly 300 people 
accused of plotting to over¬ 
throw the government, Turk¬ 
ish media reported. 

Inside the courthouse, a 
panel of judges was forced 
to interrupt the trial three 
times over objections by de¬ 
fence lawyers and spectators 
shouting slogans in support 
of the defendants, who in¬ 
clude prominent journalists, 
politicians, academics and 
retired generals, the state-run 
Anadolu agency and other 
media said.

the prime minister and au¬ 
thor Orhan Pamuk, Turkey’s 
Nobel laureate. The defend¬ 
ants have rejected the accusa¬ 
tions.

Israel’s powerful foreign min¬ 
ister was charged Thursday 
with breach of trust for actions 
that allegedly compromised a 
criminal investigation into his 
business dealings, throwing the 
coimtry’s election campaign 
into disarray just weeks before 
the vote. 

While Avigdor lieberman 
was cleared of more serious 
allegations against him, the 
indictment sparked immediate 
calls for the controversial polit¬ 
ician to step down.

U.S. cyberstalking law would limit apps that track cellphone users 



For about $50, a jealous wife 
or husband can download cell¬ 
phone software that can track 
the whereabouts of a spouse 
better than any private detec¬ 
tive. But in the United States, it 
soon might be illegal. 

The Senate Judiciaiy Com¬ 
mittee was expected on Thurs¬ 
day to approve a law closing 
a legal loophole that allows 
so-called cyberstalking apps to 
operate secretly on a cellphone 
and transmit the user’s location 
without a person’s knowledge. 

The biU, sponsored by Sen. 
M Franken, would update laws 
passed years before wireless 
technology revolutionized com¬ 
munications. Telephone com¬ 


panies are barred from disclos¬ 
ing to businesses the locations 
of people when they make a 
traditional phone call. 

But there’s no such prohibi¬ 
tion when communicating over 
the Internet. If a mobile device 
sends an email, hnks to a web¬ 
site or laimches an app, the pre¬ 
cise location of the phone can 
be passed to advertisers, mar¬ 
keters and others without the 
user’s permission. 

The ambiguity has created 
a niche for companies like 
Retina Software, which makes 
ePhoneTracker and describes it 
as “stealth phone spy software.” 

An emailed statement from 
Retina Software said the pro-

gram is for the lawful mon¬ 
itoring of a cellphone that the 
purchaser of the software owns 
and has a right to monitor.

The program is not 
intended or marketed for mali¬ 


cious purposes, the statement 
said. 

But supporters of the bill 
said there is no way to ensure 
the rules are followed. Such 
programs can be installed in 
moments, perhaps while the 
cellphone’s actual owner is 
sleeping or in the shower. The 
apps operate invisibly to the 
cellphone’s user. They can si¬ 
lently record text messages, 
call logs, physical locations and 
visits to websites. 7\11 the infor¬ 
mation is relayed to an email 
address chosen by the installer.

Strong loonie, stable economy 
boost holiday travel plans 


New survey. Canadians 
will spend average of 
$563 on seasonal trips 


It looks like Santa won’t be the 
only one on the move this hoh- 
day season. 

The Bank of Montreal says 
a strong loonie and a relatively 
stable economy are fuelling a 
desire by many Canadians to 
get away over the Christmas- 
New Year’s period. 

According to the bank’s 
2012 Holiday Travel Outlook 
released Thursday, some 60 per 
cent of Canadians plan to travel 
over the holidays, spending an 
average of $563 apiece on their 
trips. 

The survey found that while 
some 39 per cent planned to 
travel within their home prov¬ 
ince, almost one in five, or 19 
per cent, were looking to go 
abroad. 

The most popular destina¬ 
tion outside of Canada was the 
United States, with 13 per cent 
of Canadians heading south of 
the border. Some three per cent 
chose Mexico as their preferred 
destination while eight per cent 



collectively chose other destina¬ 
tions and 12 per cent said they 
would be going to other prov¬ 
inces besides their own. 

Meanwhile, the survey 
foimd that those in Atlantic 
Canada were the most hkely 
to travel over the holidays (80 
per cent), while those in Que¬ 
bec were the least likely (41 per 
cent).

Blooming cold in the Arctic 


In the garden of freezin’ 


Chilly air creates 
a sea of flowers 
at the North Pole 

Some (flowers) like it hot, 
but others like these in 
the North Pole prefer it 
very cold. Frost flowers, 
a natural phenomenon 
where frost grows amid 
an extremely cold 
atmosphere on top of 
warmer water, form 
unusual floral 
structures that host 
microorganisms. 
Oceanographer Jeff 
Bowman spoke to Metro 
about his research.

How are these frost 
flowers formed? 

They grow on new ice with 
open cracks. The extremely 
cold air (below -8 C) becomes 
saturated, and frost starts to 
form on the ice’s imperfec¬ 
tions, Then feathery struc¬ 
tures begin to grow out of 
the cracks, and incorporate 
marine salt and micro-organ¬ 
isms like algae. They are no 
different to frost formations, 
but only in 3-D. 

What is the signiticance of 
these ethereal structures?

Chemical reactions in the 
flowers produce compoimds 
that help form clouds. 

This low cloud cover can 
alter the local climate — by 
reflecting sunhght back into

space — and thus make the 
region colder. In addition, 
frost flowers can potentially 
release aerosols, which can 
lead to ozone depletion. But 
so far this is notMng more 
than speculation. 


What was your tirst reac¬ 
tion when you saw these? 

They are stunning and so 
ubiquitous, you can see 
them for kilometres. They 
form very abruptly, within 
only a few hours, I recall 
one expedition to the North 
Pole: when the fog cleared 
the entire icescape was 
covered as far as the eye 
could see by these bizarre 
yet beautiful shapes.

High-def hobbits? 


Too much tech. The 

tale of the beginning 
of Lord of the Rings is 
overshadowed by 
48 frames per second 


Richard: Ned, as much as 
the story and performances, 
people will be talking about 
the presentation of the mov¬ 
ie. Shot and projected at 48 
frames a second — twice the 
industry standard — the pic¬ 
ture is so vivid, so pristine, 
it doesn’t really look like a 
movie. Combine that with the 
3D and it’s like watching mega 
high-definition. Every gobhn 
wart and troll blemish is dis¬ 
tinct enough to give dermatol¬ 
ogists everywhere nightmares. 
V^at did you think of the 
mega-super-hi-definition look? 

Ned: I have to say, the 48 
frames per second was a prob¬ 
lem for me. It often looked 


somewhere between a super- 
high definition 1980s BBC 
miniseries and a video game, 
and it just felt utterly rm-cine- 
matic. Sa34ng that it doesn’t 
really look like a movie hits 
the nail on the head. Chris¬ 
topher Nolan has harped on 
in the past about film having 
a “warmth” that video can’t 
replicate, and I think I see 
what he means here. But the 
biggest crime, I think, is that 
the sweeping shots of the New 
Zealand landscape looked 
fake. 

RC: Perhaps it’s like the dif¬ 
ference between vinyl or CD. 
I prefer the warm sound of 
old-school vinyl to the hard 
digital preproduction of CD. 
The pops and skips are part 
of the experience, just as film 
blur and grain are a part of 
watching 35 mm projected 
on the big screen. Having said 
that, Goilurn is awesome at 
48 frames a second. The ex¬ 
tended scene (for the record, 
most of the scenes in the film 


could be called extended), in 
which Bilbo and Gollum meet 
and trade riddles is one of the 
highlights of the film thanks 
to Serkis’ astounding motion 
capture performance. 

NE: That scene is the true 
highlight of the film, and it 
coincidentally is where Mar¬ 
tin Freeman, as the younger 
Bilbo, really shines as well. But 
even with this standout, Peter 
Jackson and company manage 
to spoil it (for me at least) by 
overdoing Gollum’s last line to 
beat the viewer over the head 
with another reminder that 
all this leads to the Lord of the 
Rings. It’s a bad habit nmning 
through the film that grows 
tedious. Elijah Wood’s cameo 
is particularly clumsy in this 
regard, with him basically de¬ 
scribing what he’s going to do 
in his first scene in Fellowship 
of the Ring and then nmning 
off to do it. 

RC: It may be clumsy, but I 
think fans of the series will

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Barbra Streisand shares her secrets

Barbra Streisand is many 
things — an acclaimed actress, 
singer, director and writer, 
political activist and philan¬ 
thropist — but most of all she’s 
a woman not afraid to speak 
her mind.

The secret to her success 
is staying home 

“I don’t make that many mov¬ 
ies and 1 don’t make that many 


appearances,” she says. “That’s 
it. Less is more. And maybe 
that keeps a httle mystery or 
something. 1 like to stay home 
a lot.” 

She doesn’t like where the 
tilm industry has been going 

“It’s not the same as when I 
last made a film. They’re not 
interested in love stories or any 
movie that’s over $15 million. 
But it could be $100 million, 
that’s OK. Two himdred million 
is OK to lose,” she laughs. “But 
movies that I’m used to making 
or liking, that draw me, they’re 
movies that cost $18 million, 
$20 million, and they’re not 
interested in those movies. It’s 
a difierent time.” 

She doesn’t actually 
get sent that many scripts 
to consider 

“I don’t. You see, everybody 
gets hke that. ‘She must get 
so many scripts, why would I 


send it to her? She’ll never get 
a chance to read it,”’ Streisand 
laments. “Meanwhile I’ll go, 
‘Where are the scripts?”’ 

Getting her to do The Guilt 
Trip required an actual 
guilt trip from director 
Anne Fletcher 

“I remember ... I said to Arme, 
‘Would you make the movie 
without me?’ And she said no,” 
Streisand recalls. “I felt bad, 
guilty. I said, ‘Oh no, she’s not 
going to have this job.’” 

While co-star Seth Rogen 
asked around about what 
working with Streisand would 
be like, she wasn’t able to do 
any similar research. 

“Seth, it turns out, sussed 
me out,” she says. “He called 
people from the Focker mov¬ 
ies. I didn’t know who to call. 

I don’t know any of those 
people from his movies, so 
what was I going to do?”

most controversial this year, 
as the film was widely panned 
coming out of the Gannes 
Film Festival. Also a surprise? 
Multiple nominations for Sal¬ 
mon Fishing in the Yemen, an 
early 2012 film with little to 
know awards campaign. Stars 
Ewan McGregor and Emily 
Blunt earned acting nods 
while the film made the best 
musical or comedy list. 

Biggest snubs 

While Tom Hooper’s pre¬ 
sumed awards season jug¬ 


gernaut Les Miserables 
earned nods for best music¬ 
al or comedy, plus best 
actor Hugh Jackman and 
supporting actress Anne 
Hathaway, Hooper himself 
didn’t make the best direc¬ 
tor list. And despite turn¬ 
ing in great performances 
in multiple films, Matthew 
McGonaughey came up 
empty handed at the HFPA. 
Other notable snubs include 
Robert DeNiro for Silver 
Linings Playbook — though 


best supporting actor is the 
tightest race this year — 
and indie darling Beasts of 
the Southern Wild, which 
didn’t receive a single nom¬ 
ination. 

The 70th annual Golden 
Globe Awards will be handed 
out live January 13, hosted by 
Tina Fey and Amy Poehler, 
who are nominated against 
each other in the best actress 
in a television comedy cat¬ 
egory.

It hardly sounds favour¬ 
able to say that Andy Serkis 
looks like the character he’s 
known best for inhabiting 
— Gollum is one homely ex¬ 
hobbit — but they both pos¬ 
sess piercing blue eyes that 
captivate those on whom 
they’re set. 

After playing this physic¬ 
ally demanding role for six 
films, you must have some 
sort of Gollum calisthenics 


routine. 

I have to stretch out every¬ 
day now, because a lot of the 
roles I have played in recent 
times have been physical ... 
but I just do basic stretches. 
I have to. My back took a 
hit when I did Gollum the 
first time around. I ended 
up with a pretty sore lower 
back from being crouched 
down all the time. ... When 
I’m doing a role like that I 
usually work with a muscu¬ 
lar therapist. I have a great 
one in New Zealand, Tracy. 

You have a lot more to go 
with Planet of the Apes. 

That’s absolutely right, be¬ 
cause the most exhausting 
part of that role was play¬ 
ing him as a young chimp 
— that was pretty tortuous, 
that was hard work. He had 
the fast energy, but low and 
crouched and then spin¬ 
ning around. I was pretty 


exhausted doing that. 

So in The Hobbit Gollum 
has a scene with Bilbo 
Baggins that is said to be 
the most iconic of any¬ 
thing Tolkien wrote. Had 
you rehearsed this in your 
mind, even before you 
started shooting the first 
Lord of the Rings film? 
Absolutely, because it’s the 
source of losing the ring and 
from then on it becomes 
Gollum’s revenge. The de¬ 
sire to kill Baggins and get 
back “the precious” is what 
drives the entire Rings tril¬ 
ogy, so this is the source of 
it. ... Lord of the Rings was 
written after The Hobbit, 
so subsequent publications 
of The Hobbit have more 
about the ring, which Tol¬ 
kien went back and wrote. 

You’ve done so many mo¬ 
tion-capture roles recently. 


Have you become more 
comfortable doing that as 
opposed to showing your 
face on camera? 

In terms of acting it’s the 
same thing. There’s no dif¬ 
ference. That’s the thing, 
performance capture is a 
technology which is an¬ 
other way of recording an 
actor’s performance. ... To 
play Gollum is no different 
to playing Ian Dury or to 
play King Kong is no differ¬ 
ent to playing Ian Dury. It’s 
all about characterization 
and embodying that role 
and finding a physicality 
and physical vocabulary, 
a mental understanding, 
building the emotional arc 
of the character and just 
getting into the role. And 
that’s the same whether 
you’re wearing a costume 
and make-up and a cali¬ 
per on one leg or crawling 
around as Gollum. 


Gandalf back

Sir Ian McKellen is a fig¬ 
ure who looms large — not 
only because of his vaunted 
career, but as the towering 
wizard Gandalf in The Lord 
of the Rings trilogy and 
more recently in Peter Jack¬ 
son’s The Hobbit. 

J.R.R. Tolkien never really 
addresses women and sex. 
In the scene you have with 
Galadriel played by Cate 
Blanchett, it seemed like 
there was a romantic feel¬ 
ing somewhere in there. 
We didn’t discuss it. Gate’s 
spoken about this as well. 
She’s a theatre person like 
I am. We got along terribly, 
terribly well and we laughed 
a lot and vowed that we 
wanted to work together 
perhaps on stage in the fu¬ 
ture and I think that close¬ 
ness, which developed very 
spontaneously, just fed into 
the scene. 

Why do you think Tolkien 
never wanted to address 
these things in stories that 
are so epic in their scope? 

He wasn’t trying to reflect 
in Middle Earth all aspects 
of human life. If he had, 
you’d have to say he failed 
because, of course, women 
would be there. Sex would 
be there. But you can tell a 
rattling good story without 
any of that, which I think 



is why, on occasion, people 
look to the close relation¬ 
ship between Samwise and 
Frodo as being a homosex¬ 
ual one. There’s sort of that, 
but I think it’s an affection 
without actual sex. 

It’s been said that you 
were reluctant to do The 
Hobbit. 

It wasn’t so much that I had 
my doubts. I did, but Peter 
Jackson had his doubts. He 
was on and off for these 
films. He withdrew, he came 
back, he was ill, he sort of 
withdrew, another director 
came in. I had to prepare 
myself for the possibility 
that these films were never 
going to be made. ... But in 
the end I didn’t want to im¬ 
agine anybody else playing 
Gandalf and a friend and ac¬ 
tress said to me, “Well Ian, 
fans don’t care about your 
personal problems. You 
have to get on and do it.” 
It’s not often you feel that 
impulse coming from the 
audience.

Just before Christmas in 2008, 
Toni Jeck was faced with a 
tough decision. Armed with 
some hay and a shotgun, she 
was tasked with deciding the 
fate of two starving horses 
her snowmobiling brother 
had found trapped in two- 
metre deep snow on the side 
of Mount Renshaw, near Mc¬ 
Bride, B.C. 

Despite finding the horses 
covered in bald patches and 
severely underweight, Jeck 
was convinced they could 
survive, if only she could get 
them off the mountain. 

What followed was a four- 
day ordeal that warmed the 
hearts of Canadians as they 
watched a group of snow¬ 
mobilers dig a trench more 
than a kilometre long, in 
minus 30 degree Celsius tem¬ 
peratures to free the horses, 
who — it was later discovered 
— had been abandoned there 
in the fall by a man on a hunt¬ 
ing trip. 

The story of the snow¬ 
mobilers who could and the 
horses with the will to survive 
wasn’t forgotten. 

On Dec. 16, at 7 p.m. (ET/

“1 can’t imagine it. Just the 


little amount of work we were 
doing to portray this story on 
film was exhausting. And I ex¬ 
perienced nothing compared 


to what the Jeck family ac¬ 
tually experienced,” she says. 

Filming for The Horses 
of McBride took place in the 
Kananaskis Valley, which 
mimicked some of the deep 
snow conditions the real 
rescuers faced. “I did a lot of 
shoveling, luckily I only had 
to do it when the camera was 
rolling” says Porter, laughing. 
“1 got an amazing workout.” 

While the shoveling may 
have been tough for Porter, 
the work with the horses 


came naturally to the actress, 
who grew up on a ranch near 
Medicine Hat, Alta., and rode 
with her sister and dad. 


Aside from horsemanship 
skills. Porter was also able to 
exercise her acting abilities 
alongside seasoned veteran 
Quinn, whose past films in¬ 
clude Legends of the Fall. 

“I’m a huge fan of his so I 
was excited when I heard he 
was on board for this film. He 
was just really grounded,” she 
says. “The first day I met him 
he invited me to dinner to re¬ 
hearse and just build that re¬ 
lationship with him. He’s just 
this amazing person.”

While I’m sure some of 
you will have an alternative 
to turkey as the star of your 
Xmas meal, the big bird is 
it for the majority of us, so 
this week I’m focusing on 
white wines to match. 

Roast turkey never 
makes an appearance in the 
dining room alone. And it’s 
all of the side dishes (like 
cranberry sauce, herl> 
aceous stuffing and sweet 
potatoes) that have the 
greatest chance of clashing 
with your wine choice. 

An off-diy white made 
with the peppery gewiirz- 
traminer grape or medium- 
dry riesling grape from any 
coimtiy is a great pick. So is 
one made with sauvignon 
blanc from France. 

I’m partial to a lightly 
oaked chardoimay. The 
majority of white French 
Burgundy wines fit the bill, 
as do many chards from 
Australia, Chile, Canada and 
California. 

The 2010 J. Lohr River¬ 
stone Chardoimay ($18.95 
- $22.99) used to be an oak 
bomb, but recent 
vintages have seen 
it transformed 
into a mouth full 
of tropical fruit 
with butterscotch 
aromatics and a 
subtle, turkey- 
friendly tone of 
wood.

Chocolate Pecan Squares 


These luscious squares are per¬ 
fect at the holidays when time 
is tight but you need to bake 
for guests. They also make a 
lovely hostess gift. Package 
them up in a tin with some 
ribbon and they’ll never guess 
you used cookie mix. 

Ingredients: 

• IV 4 cups (300 ml) unsalted 
butter, softened 

• 1 pkg (500 g) PC Shortbread 
Cookie Mix 

• 34 individually wrapped 
caramel squares 

• Vi cup (125 ml) 35% whip¬ 
ping cream 

• 2 V 2 cups (625 ml) toasted pe¬ 
can halves 

•2 bars (each 100 g) milk 
chocolate, chopped 

Instructions: 

1 Preheat oven to 325 F 
(160 C). Line rimmed 17 
X 11-inch (43 x 28 cm) baking 
sheet with parchment paper, 
leaving an overhang on two 
opposite sides. 

2 In large bowl and using 
electric mixer, beat but¬ 
ter until light and fluffy, 
about 2 minutes. Add cookie 
mix; beat on low speed for 30 
seconds or until combined. In¬

Coach Steve Spott has 
picked his talent-loaded 
team — the 23 players who 
will represent Canada at the 
world junior hockey cham¬ 
pionship in Russia — after a 
bullet-quick training camp. 

Now he can only hope he 
can keep the team together. 

The NHL lockout — or, 
the possibility that the 
lockout could end before 
the tournament is over — 
haunts him.

And it’s the team’s best 
players — Nugent-Hopkins 
(by Edmonton), Huberdeau 
(by Florida), Hamilton (by 
Boston) — who are the high¬ 
est risk of being called back. 

Some teams have pledged 
to Hockey Canada to allow 
their players to stay through 
the end of the tournament: 
The Leafs (Rielly), the Blues 
(Jordan Binnington, Ty Rat- 
tie), the Blue Jackets (Boone 


Jenner) and Penguins (Scott 
Harrington). 

Scheifele has told the 
media that the Jets would let 
him stay, but the Jets have 
not told Hockey Canada that. 

It may come down to pub¬ 
lic pressure for teams — es¬ 
pecially Canadian teams — 
to leave their players in the 
tournament. 

“We know exactly what 
we’re dealing with,” said 
Scott Salmond, Hockey Can¬ 
ada’s senior director of oper¬ 
ations. 


“I would say it’s just like 
an injury. If someone gets 
injured between the time 
we leave for Europe and the 
time the tournament starts, 
we can replace those guys. 
Unfortunately, obviously, 
it’s going to be some of our 
best players. We’ve got great 
depth.

Josh Hamilton is heading 
to the Los Angeles Angels, 
lured with a $125-million 
US, five-year contract that 
steps up the migration of 
high-profile stars to South¬ 
ern California. 

The Angels had bulked up 
their pitching staff earlier in 
the off-season with the addi¬ 
tions of pitchers Joe Blanton 
and Tommy Hanson, along 
with relievers Sean Burnett 
and Ryan Madson. 

General manager Jerry 
Dipoto had said Wednesday 
that he didn’t think a major 
move was “imminent or re¬ 
quired.” 

But owner Arte Moreno 
pulled off another coup by 
getting Hamilton. The 2010 
AL MVP, Pujols and AL rook¬ 
ie of the year Mike Trout 
combined for 103 home runs 
and 316 RBIs last season. 

Rangers general manager 
Jon Daniels said Hamilton 
had reached a deal with the 
AL West rival Angels. Two 
people familiar with the 
talks disclosed the amount 
and length of the contract, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the 
agreement was not yet final. 

Hamilton’s $25-million 
average salary matches 
Philadelphia first baseman

Ryan Howard for the second- 
highest in baseball, trail¬ 
ing only Alex Rodriguez’s 
$27.5-million average with 
the New York Yankees. 

Since the contract wasn’t 
final, the Angels didn’t com¬ 
ment publicly. The team 
said in a statement, “We 
continue to look for ways to 
improve our team. As soon 
as we have something for¬ 
mal to announce, we will do 
so.” 

Texas had hoped to re¬ 
sign Hamilton, who led 
the Rangers to consecutive 
World Series appearances in 
2010 and 2011. They made a 
$13.3-million qualifying of¬ 
fer at the Nov. 2 deadline, 
ensuring the team draft-pick 
compensation if Hamilton 
signed elsewhere. 

The Rangers will receive 
an extra selection immedi¬ 
ately following the first 
round of June’s amateur 
draft.

Europe is no longer a sore 
point for Kaillie Humphries. 

The 27-year-old Calgary 
driver enters Friday’s World 
Cup in La Plagne, France, rid¬ 
ing a record seven-race win 
streak. But until last week¬ 
end’s win at Winterberg, Ger¬ 
many, the winning run had 
only comprised victories on 
North American tracks. 

The Winterberg win has 
given Humphries a new wave 
of confidence heading into 
the second half of a season 
that will only involve races on 
European ice. 

“1 definitely feel better 
about where I’m at now,” 
Humphries said Thursday in 
an interview from La Plagne. 

Although she has made 
winning look easy since begin¬ 
ning the streak in 2011, her re¬ 
sults in Europe were modest. 
Prior to last weekend, Hum¬ 
phries had finished no better 
than eighth at Winterberg. 

“Winterberg is one of those 
tracks where 1 was able to get 
down, but 1 was never able to 
get down fast enough,” she 
said. 

Her only two previous wins 
in Europe came in La Plagne 
last season and Altenberg, Ger¬ 
many, in 2009. But Humphries 
was not bothered by the dif¬ 
ficulty of the European tracks 
or the challenges of being far 
away from home. 

She attributed the difficul¬ 
ties to hmited experience at 
overseas venues. Humphries
